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El  Salvador  junta 
issues  charges 


ZACATECOLUCA,  El  Salvador  (AP)  — 
The  U.S.-backed  civilian-military  junta  in¬ 
dicted  six  national  guardsmen  Wednesday 
in  the  December  1980  murders  of  four 
American  churchwomen,  and  turned  them 
over  to  a  civilian  judge. 

Two  army  helicopters  flew  the  handcuffed 
suspects,  a  box  of  evidence  and  a  57-page 
indictment  from  national-guard  headquar¬ 
ters  in  San  Salvador  to  a  courthouse  in  this 
city  37  miles  southeast  for  the  first  step  of  a 
judicial  process  that  could  take  months. 

Judge  Bernardo  Rauda  Murcia  identified 
the  accused  men  as  Sgt.  Luis  Antonio  Col- 
imbres  Aleman,  Cpl.  Jose  Roberto  Moreno 
Canjura,  and  Pvts.  Carlos  Joaquin  Contrer¬ 
as  Palacios,  Daniel  Canales  Ramirez,  Fran¬ 
cisco  Orlando  Contreras  and  Salvador 
Rivera  Franco. 

National-guard  officials  said  they' were 
expelled  from  the  force  one  hour  before 
being  taken  to  court. 

A  military  source  said  a  seventh  guards¬ 
man  who  deserted  the  force  after  giving  key 
testimony  in  the  case  last  year  is  being- 
sought  for  further  questioning.  He  was 
identified  as  Julio  Cesar  Valle. 

While  more  than  100  armed  national 


guardsmen  stood  watch,  dozens  of  curious 
townspeople  leaned  through  open  windows 
of  the  one-story  courthouse  to  get  a  glimpse 
of  the  accused  men. 

The  judge  read  the  indictment  and  took 
statements  from  each  suspect  in  private, 
closed-door  sessions  attended  by  four  advis¬ 
ers  from  the  federal  prosecutor’s  office  in 
San  Salvador.  No  defense  attorney  was  pre¬ 
sent. 

After  completing  the  initial  depositions, 
the  judge  has  72  hours  to  decide  whether 
there  is  enough  evidence  to  send  the  case  to 
trial  before  another  judge. 

If  convicted  of  premeditated  murder,  the 
guardsmen  could  be  condemned  to  death  or 
imprisoned  for  30  years.  Salvadoran  legal 
experts  say  a  trial  and  appeals  could  take  as 
long  as  a  year. 

The  evidence  delivered  to  court  included  a 
tire  and  jack  from  the  missionaries’  Toyota 
van,  a  red  skirt  that  belonged  to  slain  lay 
missionary  Jean  Donovan  and  a  fingerprint 
and  bullet  casing  that  allegedly  belonged  to 
the  arrested  sergeant  and  corporal. 

Fingerprints  were  found  in  the  van  the 
nuns  had  driven  from  the  airport  on  their 
way  to  La  Libertad.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Responding  to 
President  Reagan’s  urgent  request,  the 
Senate  unanimously  gave  final  congres¬ 
sional  approval  Wednesday  to  an  addition¬ 
al  $2.3  billion  in  jobless  pay  and  services 
made  necessary  by  the  recession. 

The  95-0  Senate  vote  followed  by  one 
day  a  lopsided  House  vote  and  sent  the 
measure  to  the  White  House  for  Reagan’s 
signature. 

There  has  been  virtually  no  disagree¬ 
ment  in  Congress  over  the  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  money  to  deal  with  the  unexpected¬ 
ly  high  joblessness  caused  by  the  reces- 

Nevertheless,  Republicans  and  Demo¬ 
crats  have  used  the  measure  to  argue  ab¬ 
out  which,  party  was  to  blame  for  the  re¬ 
cession. 

Sen.  Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan,  D-N.Y., 


said  it  was  ironic  to  be  considering  such  a 
measure  as  legislators  heard  “talk  of  freez¬ 
ing  this,  chopping  that,  cutting  away”  the 
government’s  domestic  spending  prog¬ 
rams. 

Such  talk  is  similar  to  the  “pre- 
Depression  mentality”  of  the  1920s, 
Moynihan  said. 

Unemployment  was  8.5  percent  of  the 
work  force  last  month,  far  above  earlier 
estimates  by  administration  and  congres¬ 
sional  economists.  The  Labor  Department 
estimated  9.2  million  Americans  were  out 
of  work  in  January. 

The  vote  in  the  House  on  the  $2.3  billion 
bill  for  jobless  benefits  was  398-3,  with 
only  Reps.  Phil  Crane,  R-Ill.;  Ron  Paul, 
R-Texas;  and  Larry  McDonald,  D-Ga., 
opposing  the  plan. 

Reagan’s  request  to  Congress  called  for 


$1.95  billion  in  new  advances  from  the 
federal  government  to  the  states,  whose 
own  unemployment  reserves  have  run 
low.  It  is  the  state  governments  that 
actually  distribute  unemployment  be¬ 
nefits  to  the  jobless. 

In  addition,  Reagan  asked  for  $133  mil¬ 
lion  for  personnel  to  process  unemploy¬ 
ment  claims. 

The  president’s  proposal  includes 
another  $210  million  for  employment  ser¬ 
vice  workers  who  attempt  to  help  the  out- 
of-work  find  jobs. 

Congressional  officials  said  the  $210  mil¬ 
lion  would  restore  funds  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  service  that  Congress  cut  only  two 
months  ago  at  the  president’s  request. 

Several  thousand  employment  service 
workers  were  scheduled  to  be  laid  off  be¬ 
cause  of  the  cuts,  and  a  number  of  unem¬ 
ployment  offices  were  to  be  closed.

He  said  the 
irmy  considers  the  Weteyes  to  be  obsolete  be- 
ause  new  chemical  weapons  can  take  their  place. 

I  If  the  money  is  appropriated  by  Congress  for 
ne  demilitarization,  he  said,  “the  bulk  of  it  will 
ossibly  take  place  at  the  Tooele  depot.” 
/hether  the  Weteyes  will  be  included  in  the 
emilitarization  has  not  yet  been  decided  by  the 
irmy,  the  spokesman  said. 

I  The  decision  to  move  the  Weteyes  came  when 
le  Defense  Department  decided  the  bombs, 
Dntaining  the  liquid  nerve  agent  G.B.,  posed  a 
treat  at  Rocky  Mountain  Arsenal,  which  bor¬ 


ders  Stapleton  International  Airport.  But  the 
department  felt  the  bombs  should  remain  in  the 
U.S.  chemical  warfare  inventory  and  be  relo¬ 
cated  to  Tooele,  he  said. 

When  the  Weteye  bombs  were  transferred 
from  the  Rocky  Mountain  Arsenal,  near  Denver, 
to  Dugway  Proving  Grounds,  “it  was  the  express 
goal  of  the  Army  to  eventually  eliminate  the 
Weteyes,”  the  spokesman  said.  When  that  will 
actually  occur  is  not  known,  he  said. 

The  length  of  time  the  bombs  will  remain  as 
part  of  the  inventory  at  Tooele  depends  on 
whether  Congress  will  accept  the  Reagan  admi¬ 
nistration’s  plan  to  develop  a  new  generation  of 
chemical  weapons. 

Paul  Powell,  public-affairs  officer  at  the  Tooele 
Army  Depot,  said  the  Army  spent  $1.75  million 
for  labor  during  the  move,  while  the  Air  Force 
spent  $52,000.  Flying  cost  for  the  Army  was 
$260,000  and  $645,000  for  the  Air  Force.  He  said 
materials  needed  during  the  move  cost  the  Army 
$186,000  and  other  costs  were  $257,000. 

Powell  said  total  cost  for  the  Army  was  $2.45 
million,  and  for  the  Air  Force,  $697,000. 

Powell  said  his  office  has  received  no  com¬ 
munications  from  Washington  as  to  a  new  status 
for  the  Weteyes.  He  said  his  office  will  term  them 
as  being  stored  and  maintained  until  Tooele 
Army  Depot  is  notified  otherwise.

Reagan 

refuses 


to  retreat 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  refused  to  retreat  Wednes¬ 
day  from  his  plan  for  reducing  infla¬ 
tion  in  the  years  ahead  even  though 
he  acknowledged  the  nation  must  en¬ 
dure  the  highest  unemployment  in  de¬ 
cades  and  a  recession  along  the  way. 

In  an  economic  report  to  Congress, 
Reagan  also  held  firmly  to  his  record- 
deficit  budget  and  predicted  that  his 
tax-cut  medicine  would  nurse  the  na¬ 
tion  back  to  a  “vigorous  economic  re¬ 
covery,”  this  year. 

At  the  same  time,  Federal  Reserve 
Chairman  Paul  A.  Volcker  vowed  to 
hold  to  an  anti-inflation  course  of 
slower  money  growth.  And  he 
warned  Congress  that  without  smal¬ 
ler  deficits,  “we  would  be  on  a  colli¬ 
sion  course”  between  the  need  for 
economic  growth  and  the  lack  of 
money  for  lending  to  finance  that  ex¬ 
pansion. 

Volcker  told  a  committee  that  the 
independent  Federal  Reserve  Board, 
the  nation’s  central  bank,  will  not 
waver  from  its  policy  even  if  Con¬ 
gress  tolerates  deficits  approaching 
$100  billion  a  year. 

Reagan’s  new  budget  plan  predicts 
record  deficits  averaging  $91  billion  a 
year  from  1982  through  1984,  but  the 
figures  assume  Congress  will  approve 
savings  averaging  $80  billion  a  year. 

Volcker’s  comments  appeared  to 
bolster  arguments  by  Reagan’s  critics 
that  the  Fed’s  tight-money  policy 
along  with  Reagan’s  loose-deficit  poli¬ 
cy  will  drive  up  interest  rates  again  as 
the  government  and  private  borrow¬ 
ers  compete  for  a  limited  supply  of 
capital. 

But  Reagan’s  215-page  economic 
report  ceded  no  ground  to  the  critics’ 
prediction  that  giant-sized  deficits 
will  keep  the  economy  in  an  ever- 
worsening  downturn. 

“I  am  convinced  that  our  policies, 
now  that  they  are  in  place,  are  the 
appropriate  response  to  our  current 
difficulties,”  Reagan  said  in  a  state¬ 
ment  with  the  annual  report.  The  re¬ 
port  was  prepared  by  his  Council  of 
Economic  Advisers. 

Instead,  the  report  stressed  the 
progress  the  administration  is  mak¬ 
ing  in  reducing  inflation  and  the 
growth  of  federal  spending,  and  its 
commitment  to  stay  on  that  course. 

In  the  clearest  language  to  date, 
the  administration  acknowledged 
essentially  that  if  is  fighting  inflation 
with  a  recession  and  high  unemploy¬ 
ment,  at  least  temporarily. 

The  report  acknowledged  the 
“short-lived  trade-off  between  unem¬ 
ployment  and  the  rate  of  inflation” 
and  said,  “This  means  that  policies 
designed  to  reduce  inflation  signifi¬ 
cantly  will  temporarily  increase  un¬ 
employment  and  reduce  output 
growth.” 

Nevertheless,  “the  decision  to  end 
inflation  over  a  period  of  several 
years  will  be  sustained  by  this  admi¬ 
nistration,  even  though  short-run 
costs  will  be  suffered  before  long¬ 
term  benefits  begin  to  accrue,”  the 
report  declared. 

The  unemployment  rate  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  average  7.9  percent  in  1983.

Water  restrictions  may  be  eased 


WASHINGTON  —  The  House  Interior  Committee  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  act  later  this  month  on  legislation  that  would  ease 
tum-of-the  century  restrictions  on  the  use  of  federally  subsi¬ 
dized  water  by  thousands  of  western  farmers. 


ATLANTA  —  A  water  expert  and  a  scuba  diver  testified 
Wednesday  it  was  unlikely  that  Nathaniel  Cater’s  body  was 
thrown  into  the  Chattahoochee  River  from  the  spot  where 
prosecutors  say  Wayne  B.  Williams  dropped  it. 

David  Dingle,  a  National  Weather  Service  hydrologist  who 
used  inflatable  life-size  dummies  and  oranges  to  track  the 
river’s  flow,  said  it  was  “extremely  unlikely”  that  a  body 
dumped  in  the  west  side  of  the  river  would  end  up  on  the  other 


The  dummies,  which  Dingle  nicknamed  “Horace”  and  Ferdi¬ 
nand,”  were  wheeled  into  the  courtroom  on  a  stretcher  for  his 
testimony.

of  positive  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  other  commit¬ 
tees,  he  sees  no  reason 
for  the  unit  not  to  be 
approved.

Federalism 
re-examined

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan’s 
new  federalism  is  running  into  fresh  opposition 
from  governors  who  say  the  domestic  programs 
they  would  inherit  are  being  stripped  down  to  pay 
for  record  increases  in  defense.  The  result,  some 
say,  could  be  higher  state  taxes. 

Republican  and  Democratic  governors  alike  are 
calling  for  a  re-examination  of  administration 
priorities  while  looking  for  new  sources  of  revenue 
for  their  financially  squeezed  state  budgets. 

Gov.  John  Spellman  of  Washington,  a  Republican 
elected  in  1980,  said  the  1983  Reagan  budget,  if 
approved  by  Congress,  could  force  him  to  seek  an 
increase  in  state  taxes. 

“This  state  is  in  severe  financial  distress  now,”  he 
said  ,  noting  that  his  administration  already  has  had 
to  absorb  $400  million  in  federal  cutbacks. 

Democratic  Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  of  North  Caroli¬ 
na  also  predicted  state  taxes  would  be  forced  higher 
by  the  Reagan  budget. 

The  National  Governor’s  Association  holds  its 
midwinter  meeting  in  Washington  beginning  Feb. 
21,  and  Hunt  said  he  would  ask  the  governors  to 
'  consider  an  alternative  to  Reagan’s  new  federalism 
plan  to  shift  40  programs  to  state  and  local  govern¬ 
ments. 

“I  think  we’ll  come  up  with  some  grand  swap 
idea,  but  it  will  not  be  the  president’s  plan,”  Hunt 


contacted  by  The 
Associated  Press  could 
explain  the  four-month 
delay  in  the  permits, 
which  they  said  usually 
take  four  weeks  to  pro¬ 
cess.

LISBON,  Portugal 
(AP)  —  Secretary  of 
State  Alexander  M. 
Haig  Jr.  said  Wednes¬ 
day  that  Western  allies 
are  in  close  agreement 
on  condemning  Poland’s 
martial  law;  but  he 
voiced  “great  concern” 
over  European  plans  to 
participate  in  a  $25  bil¬ 
lion  gas-pipeline  project 
with  the  Soviet  Union. 

Haig  said  the  Reagan 
administration  still 
hopes  the  Europeans 
will  reduce  or  cancel 
their  plans. 

He  spoke  at  a  news 
conference  in  Madrid, 
where  he  addressed  the 
35-nation  Conference  on 
European  Security  and 
Cooperation,  which  is 
reviewing  the  Helsinki 
accords  promoting  hu¬ 
man  rights.  . 

Haig  said  Tuesday 
that  there  could  no  lon¬ 
ger  be  “business  as 
usual”  at  the  Madrid 
conference  because  of 
the  Polish  crisis.  He  said 
that  Chief  U.S.  delegate 
Ambassador  Max  M. 
Kampelman  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  discuss  the  Pol¬ 
ish  crisis  to  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  other  conference 
business.

Post-season  basketball  competition 
for  BYU  is  still  a  possibility  if  the 
NCAA  does  not  pick  the  Cougars. 

Chris  Fallon,  director  of  publicity 
for  the  National  Invitational  Tourna¬ 
ment  in  New  York  City,  said  the  NIT 
is  very  interested  in  the  BYU 
Cougars  and  the  Marriott  Center  for 
post-season  basketball. 

“Of  course  those  teams  picked  (for 
the  NIT)  depend  upon  team 
strengths,  overall- records  and 
second-half  finishes.  BYU  is  being 
considered  for  the  NIT,”  Fallon  said 
during  a  telephone  conversation 
Wednesday. 

The  NIT  selection  committee  will 
announce  its  post-season  field  March 
7  after  the  NCAA  selects  its  48-team 
field  March  6. 

But  Fallon  said  there  are  some  real 
obstacles  if  the  BYU  Cougars  are  to 
go  to  the  NIT. 

“The  first  round  of  the  NIT  playoffs 
is  scheduled  for  March  10-12.  The 
second  round  is  scheduled  for  the  14- 
15  (Sunday  and  Monday)  of  March,” 
Fallon  said.

Knowing  which  insur¬ 
ance  policy  to  buy  is  a 
problem  many  B  YU  stu¬ 
dents  face.  Choosing  a 
company  to  buy  insur¬ 
ance  from,  deciding  on  a 
policy  that  accurately 
covers  their  needs  and 
determining  the  credi¬ 
bility  of  an  agent  are  all 
facets  of  that  problem. 

Several  sources  are 
available  for  students  to 
determine  the  credibil¬ 
ity  of  a  company,  said

sylvania  Insurance  De¬ 
partment,  Smith  said. 
Shopper’s  Guides  are 
available  for  straight 
and  term  life  insurance 
as  well  as  hospital,  auto 
and  surgical  insurance. 
The  guide  explains  the 
difference  in  types  of  in¬ 
surance,  explains  how  to 
get  good  buys  and  com¬ 
pares  costs  of  most  of 
the  major  insurance 
companies  in  the  nation. 

According  to  several 
insurance  agents  in  Pro¬ 
vo,  an  individual  should 
be  wary  of  an  agent  who 
says  he  can  do  some¬ 
thing  “for  you”  that 
another  agent  can’t.  In 
many  cases  this  is  de¬ 
ceitful,  as  most  reput¬ 
able  companies  treat 
their  agents  equally. 

Students  should  also 
be  wary  of  the  hard-sell 
agent  who  pressures 
them  into  closing  the 
deal  on  a  first  appoint¬ 
ment. 

“When  you  buy  some¬ 
thing  under  pressure, 
you  are  usually  buying 
based  on  emotion  in¬ 
stead  of  rationale  and  I’d 
be  really  careful  about 
doing  that,”  said 
another  agent. 

One  agent  said  there 
is  protection  against  this 
type  of  thing.  If  clients 
decide  they  don’t  want 
the  policy,  they  can  al¬ 
ways  get  their  money 
back  up  to  30  days  after 
signing  a  contact.  “And 
they  have  had  coverage 
in  the  interim,”  he  said. 

“If  an  agent  avoids 
giving  details  to  you  or 
avoids  explaining  things 
not  typically  understood 
by  a  lay  person,  I  would 
question  his  credibil¬ 
ity,”  said  another  Provo 
agent. 

When  buying 
maternity  insurance 
there  are  several  things 
to  watch  for,  said  Provo 
agents.  Couples  plan¬ 
ning  on  having  children 
should  make  sure  they 
have  insurance  before 
conception  takes  place. 

Most  companies  also 
have  a  waiting  period, 
typically  10  months,  be¬ 
fore  the  policy  becomes 
effective.  Some  waiting 
periods  are  longer, 
however,  and  this 
should  always  be  check¬ 
ed  before  purchasing  a 
policy.

“Dance  for  Total  Body  Fitness,”  a 
daily  television  program,  is  being  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  B  YU  dance  department. 

The  program  will  be  presented  to 
commercial  television  markets  this 
spring  and  is  scheduled  for  broadcast 
on  KBYU  in  the  fall. 

The  purpose  of  the  television  show 
is  to  create  a  program  based  on  anato¬ 
mical  principles  and  then  make  it 
available  to  the  average  person,  said 
Phyllis  Jacobson,  chairman  of  the 
dance  department  and  creator  of  the 
program. 

“More  and  more  people  are  finding 
the  joy  of  moving  to  music  for  fit¬ 
ness,”  she  said.  “Students  enjoy  aero¬ 
bic  dancing  because  the  steps  are  easy 
to  follow;  they  are  not  concerned  with 
executing  right  or  wrong.” 

She  said  they  are  more  concerned 
with  achieving  the  health  benefits  of 
aerobic  training. 

Television  can  bring  the  aerobic  ex¬ 
ercise  program  to  a  person  in  his 
home  or  to  people  in,  selected  recrea¬ 
tion  halls  i  or  church  centers. 

Aerobic  dancing  is  composed  of 
vigorous  dance  steps  combined  for 
locomotive  movement.  Dance  steps 
can  include  jazz  movements  and  calis¬ 
thenics,  Jacobson  said. 

The  program  is  being  designed  to 
accommodate  a  wide  range  of  fitness 
levels  at  once  through  the  basic 
choreography  of  an  aerobic  routine. 

“We  choreograph  so  a  wide  range  of 
ability  can  be  accommodated  in  the 
same  class,”  Jacobson  said.

Health  center 
image  moves 
with  clinics 

Students’  image  of  the  McDonald  Health  Center 
has  not  changed,  but  programs  like  walk-in  clinics 
are  designed  to  improve  the  image  and  to  benefit 
BYU  students  this  semester,  according  to  clinic 
workers. 

One  walk-in  clinic  is  in  2263  SFLC  and  is  open 
from  9:30  to  11:30  a.m.,  Monday  through  Friday, 
for  BYU  students  who  have  the  BYU  health-center 
plan. 

“We  don’t  want  to  sit  in  our  ivory  tower  and  make 
the  students  come  to  us,”  said  Donna  Moore,  nurse 
practitioner  in  charge  of  the  SFLC  walk-in  clinic. 
“We  want  students  to  realize  we  are  here  for  their 
benefit.” 

Moore  said:  “This  is  a  pilot  project  that  will  last 
until  April.  We  will  then  evaluate  it  to  see  how 
effective  it  is.” 

Students  can  receive  physicals,  throat  cultures, 
treatment  for  small  wounds  and  other  minor  ex¬ 
aminations.  The  nurse  practitioner  can  also  draw 
blood  and  write  prescriptions,  Moore  said. 

Renee  Sanders,  nurse  practitioner  in  charge  of 
the  Heritage  Halls  walk-in  clinic,  said:  “The  most 
important  service  is  patient-teaching.  Any  student 
can  come  and  ask  questions  about  his  health.” 

“Students  can  drop  in  just  to  talk.  We  have 
health  information  available  to  all  students,”  Moore 
said. 

There  are  walk-in  clinics  in  Heritage  Halls,  De¬ 
seret  Towers,  Helaman  Halls  and  the  Smith  Family 
Living  Center. 

“Parents,  being  concerned  for  their  ill  children, 
refer  them  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital.  Health  centers 
by  reputation,  suffer,”  Moore  said. 

She  said  good  specialists  staff  the  specialty  cli¬ 
nics.  “They  are  hand-picked  for  our  weekly  clinics 
and  charge  a  lot  less.” 

Sanders  said  they  received  two  or  three  patients 
per  day  at  the  Heritage  Hall  clinic.  “If  more  stur 
dents  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  service,  it  will 
not  continue.”  she  said.

Universal  Warehouse  was  an  obliging  company,  eager  to  keep  its 
employees  happy. 

It  happened  one  day  that  an  enterprising  executive  suggested  a  new 
program  to  better  serve  employees,  especially  those  whose  work  was 
suffering  from  difficult  or  unusual  circumstances.  The  plan  allowed  for 
the  company’s  division  supervisors  to  accept  IOUs  for  work  missed  — 
to  accommodate  struggling  employees.  The  idea  was  simple.  Whenev¬ 
er  employees  missed  work,  because  of  circumstances  beyond  their 
control,  all  they  needed  to  do 
was  sign  an  IOU,  with  the  sti¬ 


pulation  that  the  work  be  made 
up  within  one  year. 

For  a  short  time  all  seemed 
rosey  for  the  company;  the  em¬ 
ployees  and  management  were 
working  well  together,  and  all 


were  happy.  There  had  been,  however,  a  slight  dip  in  the  company’s 
productivity  level,  but  that  was  to  be  expected  once  in  a  while.  And 
certainly  happy  employees  would  work  harder  and  be  more  loyal  than 
disgruntled  and  unsatisfied  ones. 

But  the  company’s  productivity  level  continued  to  dip,  gradually  at 
first,  then  drastically  below  average  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Final¬ 
ly,  a  high-level  office  within  the  company  conducted  an  internal  audit. 
To  the  surprise  of  all  the  management,  45  percent  of  the  employees 
signed  IOUs  that  had  extended  beyond  the  one  year  limit,  and  of 
those,  21  percent  were  asking  for  additional  time  to  complete  their 
missed  work. 

With  so  many  abuses  of  the  program,  the  company  instigated  a 
contractual  agreement,  to  be  made  between  the  division  supervisors 
and  the  employees  who  signed  IOUs.  The  contract,  it  was  thought, 
would  ensure  that  employees  reported  regularly  to  the  division  super¬ 
visors,  informing  the  supervisors  of  work  completed,  and  dates  addi¬ 
tional  work  would  be  made  up. 

As  retribution  for  cases  of  default,  the  company  would  simply  with¬ 
hold  the  guilty  employees’  pension  funds,  or  send  a  list  of  defaulting 
employees  to  other  companies  in  the  area. 

This  too  worked  for  a  while,  until  the  division  supervisors  grew
